The City Meat Market, under 
the management of W. M. 
Beamish, opened for business 
this week. The building is lo- 
cated just east of the Imperial 
Hotel on Lake street, and the 
interior is fitted up in the most 
approved style. 

A 14-foot courter with marble 
top extends across the shop ; 
four counter stools are placed 
in front for the<use of custo- 
mers. On the side wall is a 4- 
rail rack 18 feet long, and on 
the opposite wall a 3-rail rack 
20 feet long. Behind the coun- 
ter are the meat blocks, one be- 


ing a solid sycamore block 42) 
inches wide, and the other al 


maple block of the same width. 
A large refrigerator 8x12x12 ft. 
is placed at the back of the 
shop, the ice box being large 
enough to hold 3 ton of ice. A 
sausage machine and buffalo 
chopper, with a3h.p. gasoline 
engine are in a room at the 
rear. Mr. Beamish will manu- 
facture bologna, sausage, ete., 
and will also keep on hand all 
kinds of cold meats. 

The establishment is one of 
the most up-to-date to be resi 
anywhere, and very few shops 
in the large cities can compare 
with it in fixtures and cleanli- 
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ness. It is certainly a credit to 
the town and particularlytothe 
proprietor, Mr. Beamish.

ning rod. Harrowing tales of the de 
struction of houses, consuming all the 
earthly possessions of the oceupants 
and frequently resulting in the death 
of the entire family. were told 80 elo- 
quently and pathetically that a tract 
was usually signed without delay and 
the lightning rod man proceeded to 
cover the house and the barn with 
the slender metallic rods, implanting 
the lower end firmly in the earth and 
erecting as many shafts above the 
roof as his conscience would permit, 
with a rooster or an arrow or some 
other ornament surmounting the 
shaft. 

When the buildings had been well 
covered in this way the pedlar left on 
his way to persuade others to allow

LIBERTY BELL A FAKE 


Did Not Ring Out Independence, Says 
Historian 


Joseph Jackson, Philadelphia histor- 
jan, comes forward with a statement 
that the old cracked bell which is 
treasured as an historic relic in Inde- 
pendence Hall was not used in pro- 
claiming liberty throughout the land. 
Jackson declares that the thousands 
who came yearly to Independence 
Hall to view the old alleged mouth- 
piece of newly-born liberty were im- 
posed on. Mr. Jackson then takes up 
the alleged ringing of the bell and the 
claim that it proclaimed liberty on 
July 4, 1776. So far as he has been 
able to discover after years of re- 
search, this misleading statement is 
directly traceable to “Watson's Annals 
of Philadelphia,” which was published 
in 1830. Prior to the publication of 
that work the bell was known as the 
State house bell and not Liberty bell, 
and nothing had been said about its 
use in proclaiming independence. Even 
as late as 1830 it was, known. as the 
State House bell even after that build- 
ing had ceased to be the assembly and 
title had passed to Philadelphia. 


Body Cells and Foods 


The cells of our body never learn 
what the character of the food which 
we eat really is.” With this sen- 
tence delivered at a recent meeting 
of Swiss men of science, Professor 
Emil Abmen has concisely defined a 
modern viewpoint of nutrition which 
is rapidly bétoming prominent. Before 
they leave the alimentary tract the 
foodstuffs which we eat are broken up 
into fragments that serve as the real 
food of the body. Complex carbohy- 
drates are resolved into sugar; fats 
are split into glycerol and fatty acids; 
proteins yield an aggregation of char- 
acteris.ic substances simple “building 
stones” at the disposal of the internal 
tissue cells so that they can select 
or further rearrange them as the 
special functions require. Whether 
it is meat or cereals that we eat is, 
after all, largely a matter of indiffer- 
ence, for they all furnish similar di- 
gestion fragments, so long as the di- 
gostive processes perform their duty.

Dealer of St. 
Petersburg 


By IVAN VRONSKY 


In March, 1881, the world was shock. 
ed by the assassinution of Alexander 
[L., ezar of Russia, one of the best 
sovereigns who ever ruled -over that 


empire. Proof that he was a man of 
advanced ideas is to be found in the 
fact that he emancipated the serfs, or 
slaves. Furthermore, be was about to 
give his country a constitution, On ac- 
count of this Intention it bas been 


claimed that he was assassinated at 
the instigation of those nearest to him, 
the bureaucrats, who were oppos?4 to 
reforms, But later developments heve 
lisproved this. More than thirty years 
have elapsed since his assassination, 
and the preliminary methods adopted 
to insure it bave been brought out. 
The circumstances attending the act 
\tself were apparent at the time, 

On the day of bis assassination the 
czar was returning to his palace after 
a visit. Four revolutionists were sta- 
tioned along the route on which he 
was driven, each with a bomb in his 
armpit. As the emperor passed the 
first man the latter threw his bomb. 
Attendants and horses of the imperial 
carriage were kilted, but Alexander 
was unhurt. He stepped out of the 
carriage, and another bomb fell at his 
feet, shattering his legs. He was driv. 
en to the palace in a sleigh and died on 
the way. 

There is a story underlying this as- 
sassination. Indeed, the world is but a 
great story book containing myriads of 
stories. That leading up to Alexander 
1L.’s death has been told in various 
forms. There is no need to distort the 
main incidents. In the following ver- 
sion they are given as they were after 
the tragedy developed dy the police: 

On the street called Malaja Sadov- 
aga in St. Petersburg one morning a

For- 
merly all perfumes were extracted 
from flowers, fruits, spices, woods or 
other vegetable and animal substances, 
The Grst perfume to be imitated was 
vanilia, in 1876 Hellotropine follow- 
ed, being obtained by oxidation of a 
byproduct of camphor. 

Terpinol is one of the most freely 
osed constituents of perfumes. This 
is a near relation of turpentine. With | 
this, a little off and aqua fortis a chem- 
ist can produce a perfume that can) 
scarcely be distinguished from those 
exhaled by the lily of the valley, Hiac 
and jasmine, varying according to the 
proportions in which the chemicals are 
blended. 

Artificial violet is a combination of 


(citrol (an essence extracted from lem. 


on), [Indian vervaine or ler-on verbena 
with common “acetone, a substance 
very like pyroligneous acid. 

No chemist bas been able to counter- 
feit musk, but a synthetic perfume 
called musk is made from toluene, a 
byproduct of benzine and coal tar. 
This is changed to a complex carburet, 
treated witb azotic and sulpburic acids, 
ie diluted and sold as musk. 

Most of the cheap perfumes are tml- 
tations, and they are almost always 
inferior to the flower extracts. So it 
might properly be sald that it is a wise 
flower that knows ite own perfume.—

FIRST ANIMAL HOSPITAL. 


tt Was Established Im the Orient Over 
Two Thousand Years Ago. 

One must go to tve orient and look 
back more than 2,000 years to find the 
first animal bospital known. 

The famous Buddbist emperor of In- 
dia, Asoka, whose long reign from 264 
to 227 B. O. abounded in many good 
works, was probably the earliest to es- 
tablish a hospital for the treatment of 
animals, says Ovur Dumb Animals, 
Asoka was‘a true bumanitartan as well 
as a most powerful sovereign and, al- 
thongb ruling a vast domain, became 
deeply impressed by the horrors of 
warfare, | 

He gave ap bis desire for conquest, 
and the rock inscriptions, which are 
still extant, record sucb beneficent 
edicts of his as the counseling of plant | 
Yng shade trees, the digging of wells, 
sending out of missionaries, appoint- 
ment of special officers to supervise 
charities, the establishing of hospitals 
for bumankind and animals. 

It is of interest to know that the last 
remaining of Asoka's hospitals was 
devoted to animals. It covered twen- 
ty-fve acres and was divided into 
proper wards and courts for the ac 
cpmmodation of the patients. When

Luncheon Asparagus. 

Prepare two large slices of toast by 
slicing lengthwise of the loaf. The 
slices should be uniform in size and 
thickness. Toast a nice even brown on 


botb sides. Lay one slice on the heat- 
ed dish and moisten slightly with « 
little of the water the asparagus is 
boiled in. On the toast arrange «a 
layer of nicely boiled asparagus with 
the tongh ends cut off. Cover with a 
cream sauce to which you have added 
a little lemon juice and two beaten 
ege yolks. Place the second slice on 
the asparagus and add anotber layer 
of asparagus and the sauce. Deco 
rate the border with parsley and po- 
tato chips or, when served as a Janch- 
eon dish, serve thin, erisp brown bacon 
slices with it. Fresh green peas bolled 
in salted water and drained, seasoned 


| and a little butter added make a snit- 


able combination and a nice border, 
Boiled rice or spagbetti Increases the 
value of the dish when eltber takes 
the place of weat, 


Bread of Rolled Oats. 

Two cupfuls boiling water, one-half 
cupful molasses, one-half tablespoonful 
salt, one tablespoonful butter, one-half 
yeast cake dissolved in one-half cupful 
lukewarm water, ove cup rolled oats, 
four and one-balf cups flour. Add botl- 
ing water to onts and let stand one 
bour; add molasses, salt, butter, dis- 
solved yeast cake and flour. Let rise, 
beat thoroughly, turn into buttered 
bread pans, let rise again and bake. 
By using one-half cupful less flour the 
dough is better suited for biscuits, 
but, being soft, Is difficult to handle. 
To make shaping of biscuits easy take 
up mixture by spoonfuls, drop into 
plate of flour and have palms of hands 
well covered with flour before attempt 
ing to sbape. 


Fig Cake. ' 
For the dark part of the cake take a) 
half cupful of butter, one cupful of) 
sugar, a balf cupful of water, one and 
one-balf cupfuls of raisins. cut fine, 
two eggs, one teaspoonful of baking 
powder sifted into the flour, nutmeg. 
cinnamon and cloves, a haif teaspoov- 
ful each. Bake in two layers. “I'ake 
ove pound of figs and save eight for! 
the top of the cake. For the filling use™ 
the remainder of the figs washed and, 
chopped fine, one tablespoonful of 
sugar and a little water. Cook until 
smooth, Make any delicate white cuke, 
alternate the light and dark layers, 
using the 6g paste between each layer. 
Frost the cake all over with Icing, 
plain white preferred. 


Sand Cake. 

For sand cake or snow cake have 
ready the following Ingredients: Pow- 
dered sugar, the weight of eight egzs; 
corp fionr, the welgbt of six eggs; but- 
ter, the welgbt of four eggs; elgbt 
eggs and the juice of balf a lemon. 
Separate the yolks of the eggs from 
the white and cream the egg yolks 
with the sugar in a basin. When 
quite creamy add the lemon juice, the 
butter and the milk, stirring all the 
time, Next work In gently and lightly 
the stiMy whisked whites of eggs and 
the corn flour. Have ready a well 
buttered and floured cake mold, and 
bake in a moderately heated oven for 
about one hour. 


New Green Peas, , 

Wasb the pods thoroughly in cold 
water, Shell ont the peas and put 
the pods into a stewpan and cover 
with water. Boll thoroughly, then 
straln the water over the peas and put 
them on to boil. Boil them tender. 
Season witb a teaspoonful of butter, 
salt and pepper and serve. In this 
way the pens have a much richer fla- 
vor and nothing is wasted. The water 
will make a delicious cream soup for 
the following day or may be used for 
making sauce for asparagus or other 
vegetables. 


Endive and Potato Salad. 

Cut some boiled potatoes in dice 
while wartt and dress them witb a lit. 
tle olf and flavored vinegar, a few 
drops of anchovy essence and a dust 
of cayenne, with a very little salt. 
Put them itn a cold place for a few 
hours. Place a head of endive in a 


| plate or bowl—let it be compact io 


shape—then put a row of chopped beet 
root between it and the potatoes, 
Sprinkle over the latter a emal) onion 
tinely chopped and some parsley and 
thyme. 


Beots and Cabbage. 

Boll young beets tender and when 
done skin, slice and chop fine. Shred 
enongh white or red cabbage to make 
quantity equal to that of beets when 
cabbage is also chopped fine. Stew 
it tender in just enough water to cover, 
adding a little butter, salt and pepper. 
Drain thoronghly and when mixed with 
the beets add a little bolled, hot salad 
dressing or pour over the vegetables a 
Httle soft butter mixed with lemon 
Juice, salt and pepper. Serve bot 


Baked New Beets. 
Many prefer them baked instead of 
bolled, as the flavor is best preserved 
ip this way. Belect beets of uniform 


/@ize, wash carefully, and bake until 


tender, allowing more time than for 
boiling usually, When done, peel, slice 
and serve them hot, seasoned with 
salt and pepper and a Uttle butter,

Preparations for the annual 
convention of the Canadian 
Highway association, which. is 
to be held in Winnipeg from 
October 9 to 12 are rapidly ap- 
proaching that stage, when 


.,only the minor details have to 


be perfected, The list of sub- 
jects to be discussed, and. the 
names of the people who are to 
address the meeting will be 
completed by the end of next 
week, but as it is yet more than 
a month before the opening 
date itis but likely that this 
will be made public for some 
little time. 

One of the importantsubjects 
tocome up for consideration 
will be the granting of federal 
aid for road building ia the dif- 
ferent provinces. Last year 
$1,000,000..was set aside for this 
work, but the bill failedto meet 
with the approval of theelected 
representatives of the people, 
not because the measure was 
not approved of, but on account 
of technical objections. which 
Were raised in the Upper House. 
It is the intention’ to reintro- 
duce this measure at the next 
session; and framed in such a 
way that there is little doubt 
but that it will be passed with 
out difficulty, 

The delegates in attendance 
at the convention will be asked 
to endorse a resolution asking 
for larger grants to the western 
provinces, where roads are more 
needed than is the case in the 
older settled districts. Manito- 
| ba, according to the terms af 

the bill proposed last year, was 
| only to receive $63,460.10, while 
Saskatchewan was to receive 
$98,592.58 ; Alberta was to be 
satified with $52,189.90, and 
| British Columbia, the province 
,in which contruction is more 
| difficult and more expensive 
‘than in any other province in 
|Canada was only allowed the 
sum of $54,669.52. Ontario, on 
‘the other hand, was. granted 


$351,466.64, a sum, which, while |,

Horrors of War. 


A veteran of the British army in 
India once saw a strange sight on a 
battlefield, As he tells the story a 
squadron of cavalry had been held 
in reserve under cover of a field bat- 
tery and an infantry regiment. The 
artillery C2el had ended. The assault 
of the enemy in overwhelming num- 
bers had been repulsed by the steadi- 
ness of the infantry. While a cloud 
of smoke hung over the field the cav- 
aly received an order to charge with 
drawn sabers. 

The troopers started in close order 
for the enemy’s line. Midway they 
met a destructive fire from earthworks 
in front of them and from the woods 
on their flank. A young cavalryman, 
with his saber drawn, was shot in the 
heart while leading in the first file. 
The horse halted, swerved to the right 
and turned back, but the rider kept 
his seat without flinching. The other 
troopers went on, carried the earth- 
work by storm, rode at full gallop af- 


| ter the retreating force and converted 


defeat into rout. 
The dead trooper meanwhile was 


returning with white face and with 
the blood streaming from his wound, 
Under his nerveless hand the horse 
received neither check nor leading 
and made its own way toward the 
infantry, which was now advancing 
rapidly. As ine smoke lifted the 
soldiers saw the solitary rider com- 
ing, with one hand in a death geri 
upon the saddle, while the other still 
held the sword rigidly clasped, 

It was a sight never to be forgotten 
—the galloping horse, with the dead 
cavalryman still mounted and looking 
grim and fierce. It was not until the 
rider had gone fifty yards from the 
spot where he had been killed that 
he rolled off the horse. ‘ 

A similar story is told of Captain 
Nolan, who delivered the fatal blun- 


| dering order for the charge of the fam- 


ous Light Brigade. He was seen on 
the field of Balaklava, riding from 
the hills where the staff officers were 
drawn up to the quarter where the 
brigade was stationed. The charge 
began, and what was left of the bri- 
gade returned in broken groups, 

At last Capiene Nolan was seen gal- 
loping rapidly toward the centre of 
the field. e was firmly seated, 
r ht as an arrow and riding well. 
Suddenly the horse swerved and the 
rider toppled over. 

The officers who were nearest rush- 
ed forward, but when they lifted him 
from the ground they found him life- 
less. Like the Indian saberman, he 
had been shot and instantly killed, 
but his horse had carried him safely 
across the field, out of the reach of 
the pursuing Cossacks,
